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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendments and arguments are 
persuasive but do not place the application in condition for allowance as the amendments and arguments do not overcome the prior art of 
record. With regard to the amendments, Adriany (USP 6405135) teaches a mobile data acquisition system (column 8 lines 10-38). In 
addition, Adriany teaches a geo-referencing that maintains a record of the location of the sensors with respect to global position and also 
relative to the other sensors in the immediate area (column 6 lines 13-36; column ), The location information in Adriany is inherently is 
stored in 3 dimensions, so as to enable determining the location of the one sensor among the plurality that has detected pollution (column 
8), the third dimension being the depth of the sensor. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to determine location 
using GPS, as the GPS at the time of invention was commonly known among those with ordinary skill in the environmental sampling art as 
an equivalent means of determining location. 

With regard to applicant's argument regarding the Christy probe, Adriany discloses watertight housing and couplings, field insertable and 
removeable elements, and a removeable trap. The combined teachings of Christy, Henry and Adriany make obvious mutliple sensors in a 
membrane probe, as described in prior office actions. Applicant has addressed each prior art reference as a stand alone reference, but 
applicant's invention is obvious over the combined teachings. Applicant argues that Adriany does not teach or suggest a flow control 
system or scanning solutions module which may be configured or reconfigured. The flow control system is part 46 and the scanning 
solutions module is parts 52-62. The software and web interface described by Adriany is inherently reconfigurable. 
Examiner notes that applicant has not overcome the rejections under 35 USC 112. 
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
